Men  can¬ 
not  do  their  best  in  big  things  for  Jesus  Christ 
If  they  have  a  critical  tnind  or  live  in  a  crltcal 
atmosphere;  and  down  to  the  bottom  of  their 
souls  they  mtist  have  a  co-operant  spirit,  easily 
pliable  to  the  will  of  GOd  and  adjustable  to  His 
program. 

tl.  An  uii*elfl*h  spirit  of  costly  itacrifice.  Self 
must  be  in  the  back  ground  if  any  great  work 
for  God  Is  permanently  constructive.
